Orders All Troops to Be 


Out by Oct. 30. 


TOKIO,. June 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Japan today sealed her 
pledge to promote world peace taken 
at the limitation of armamnet confer- 
ence at Washington by declaring her 
final decision to withdraw her troops 
from Siberia, and announcing to the 
world a policy of nonaggression. 

The diplomatic advisory council at 
Tokio fixed Oct. 30 as the day when 
the last Japanese soldier must be out 
of the maritime provinces of Siberia, 


the decision was intended to place 
Japan on record as a “ nonaggressive 
nation, striving to maintain the peace 
of the world.” 
Warships to Guard Nationals. 

It was announced in connection with 
the pr¢gram to withdraw from Siberia 
that Japanese warships would be sta- 


| tioned at VjJadivostok during the proc: 


ess of evacuation to protect Japanese 
nationals and their property: 

The Siberian occupation has 
voked something of a storm of contro- 
versy, less among other powers than 
in’ America. Once, jn an official com- 
munication, the United States pro- 
tested against the Japanese penetration 
of the northern portion of the island 
of Sakhalien. Japan at that time, in 
1921, replied that the move was only 
to protect Japanese life and property, 
and that the occupation was tempo- 
rary. Japanese statesmen. repeatedly 
have promised to withdraw from Si- 
beria as soon as conditions there be- 
came more peaceable. 


Prince to Ratify Treaty. 


| The Japanese privy council today ap- 


proved unanimously the quadruple 
treaty recommended at the Washing- 
ton arms conference. The treaty was 
sent to the prince régent for ratifica- 
tion. He promised that this formality 
would be carried out.

_ British, French, and Japanese. 

Notable among the list of American | 
obligations, approximating $50,000,000 
" gold, is the loan of the Continental , 
and Commercial National bank of Chi- 
cago, whereon the interest has begn 
defaulted for three years.

other Chicago banks. 


Paid French Big Sums. 


The United States Steel corporation, 
the American Locomotive company, 
the Baldwin Locomotive company, the 
Pacific Development corporation, the 
Irving National Bank of New York, 
the Robert Dollar company of Port- 
land, and other American corporations 
also are pressing for payment, | 

Since these defaults China has paid 

interest and kept up the amortization 
of the Anglo-French loan of 1908 out 
of the salt tax and has also paid the 
Yokohama Specie bank 910,000 yen 
($455,000) interest on the 1911 loan. The 
government paid interest on the four 
power Hukuang loan last Tuesday. 
This amounted to $2,750,000 gold. 


Negotiating New Lean, 


In the meantime the powers are ne- 
gotiating in China for independent con- 
eortiums, notably British Advances on 
the Peking-Mukden railway, which is 
already completed, totalling $15.000,- 
000; a French loan for the Peking tram- 
ways approximating $1,000,000; a 
Dutch-Belgian loan on the Lunghai 
railway for suposedly $16,000,000, and 
a Japanese loan on the South Man- 
churia railway totaling $80,000,000. 

Except Japan and Holland, all the 
nations mentioned are in arrears in 
their interest on the United States war 
loans, and this fact is encouraging 
China also to default on American 
debts. Foreign nations negotiating 
here apparently have been encouraged 
by statements in congress proposing 
cancellation of war loans or cancella- 
tion in part, which unquestionably has 
diverted funds due to America, which 
are being used for the purpose of cap- 
turing China’s trade and excluding 
America.

As far as real fight news was con- 
cerned, the holder of the white heavy- 
weight crown had little to say. He 
simply asserted Manager Jack Kearns 
is in New York negotiating for fights 
and whatever the “ old man,” as Demp- 
sey calls his manager, does is agree- 
able with him. 

However, Dempsey had a few things 
to say about Harry Wills, the colored 
fighter, and William Muldoon, chair- 
man of the New York boxing commis- 
sion. Jack said he will fight Wills any 
time the promoters show him the 


money, and that Muldoon nor any one 


else can take away his title unless he 
hits him on the button in the roped 
arena. 

“Why Not Rag Promoters, Too?” 

“T'll fight Wills within a month if 
they give me the money,” Dempsey 
said. ‘‘I can beat him, but I want my 
price. Muldoon, as chairman of the 
New York boxing commission, should 
force some promoter to stage the fight, 
the same as he wants us to fight or 
give up our titles. It would be just as 
easy for him to revoke a promoter’s 
license in New York as it would be to 
bar the fighters from taking part in 
contests in the Empire state.
